PRELIMINARY 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1995 . 
(2 ) It extends to the whole of India , and it applies also to - 

( a ) citizens of India outside India ; 
(b ) persons in the service of the Government, wherever they may be; and 
(c) persons on ships and aircraft registered in India , wherever they may be .

2 . (1) In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a ) " Code" means the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 ; 

(b ) " disruptive activity " has the meaning assigned to it in section 4 , and the 
expression " disruptionist" shall be construed accordingly ; 

( c) " property " means property and assets of every description , whether corporeal 
or incorporeal, movable or immovable , tangible or intangible and decds and instruments 
evidencing title to , or interest in , such property or assets obtained from the terrorist act 
includes proceeds of terrorism ; 

(d) “ Special Court" means a Special Court constituted under section 8;

3 . ( 1 ) Whoever with intent to overawę the Government as by law established or to strike 
terror in the people or any section of the people or to alicnate any section of the people or to 
adversely affect the harmony amongst different sections of the people does any act or thing 
by using bombs, dynamite or other explosive substances or inflammable substances or fire 
arms or other lethal weapons or poisons or noxious gases or other chemicals or by any other 
substances ( whether biological or otherwisc ) of a hazardous nature in such a manner as to 
cause , or as is likely to cause , death of, or injurics 10 , any person or persons or loss of, or 
damage to , or destruction of, property or disruption of any supplies or services essential to 
the life of the community, or detains any person and threatens to kill or injure such person in 
order to compel the Government or any other person to do or abstain from doing any act , 
commits a terrorist act . 
( 2 ) Whoever commits a terrorist act, shall, 

(i) if such act has resulted in the death of any person , be punishable with death 
or imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine; 

(ii ) in any other case , be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall 
not be less than five years but which may extend to imprisonment for life and shall 
also be liable to finc . 

( 3) Whoever conspires or attempts to commit, or advocates, abets , advises or incites 
or knowingly facilitates the commission of, a terrorist act or any act preparatory to a terrorist 
act, shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than five years 
but which may extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine . 

(4 ) Whoever harbours or conceals , or attempts to harbour or conceal , any terrorist 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than five years 
but which may extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine . 

( 5 ) Any person who is a member of a terrorist gang or a terrorists organisation , which 
is involved in terrorist acts, shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not 
be less than five years but which may extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be liable 
to fine . 
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(6 ) Whoever holds any property derived or obtained from commission ofany terrorist 
act or has been acquired through the terrorist funds shall be punishable with imprisonment 
for a term which shall not be less than five years but which may cxtend to imprisonment for 
life and shall also be liable to finc . 

4 . ( 1 ) Whoever commits or conspires or attempts to commit or abets , advocates, advises, 
or knowingly facilitates the commission of, any disruptive activity or any act preparatory to 
a disruptive activity shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall notbe less 
than five years but which may extend to imprisonment for lifc and shall also be liable to fine. 

( 2 ) For the purposes of sub -section (1 ), " disruptive activity " means any action taken , 
whether by act or by speech or through any other media or in any other manner whatso 
ever, — 

(i) which questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt, whether directly or indi 
rectly , the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India; or 

( ii ) which is intended to bring about or supports any claim , whether directly or 
indirectly , for the cession of any part of India or the secession of any part of India from 
the Union . 
Explanation . — For the purposes of this sub - section , 

(a ) “ cession " includes the admission of any claim of any foreign country to 
any part of India ; and 

(b ) " secession " includes the assertion of any claim to determine whether a 
part of India will remain within the Union , 

( 3 )Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of sub - section ( 2 ), it is hereby 
declared that any action taken , whether by act or by speech or through any other media or in 
any other manner whatsocver , which 

( a ) advocates, advises, suggests or incites ; or 

(b ) predicts , prophesies or pronounces or otherwise expresses, in such manner 
as to incite , advise , suggest or prompt, 
the killing or the destruction of any person bound by oath under the Constitution to uphold 
the sovereignty and integrity of India or any public servant shall be deemed to be a disrup 
tive activity within themeaning of this section . 

(4 ) Whoever harbours or conceals, or attempts to harbour or conceal, any disruptionist 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than five years but 
which may extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine . 

5. ( 1 ) If any person with intent to aid any terrorist or disruptionist, contravencs any pro - 
vision of, or any rule made under, the Arms Act, 1959 , the Explosives Act , 1884 , the Explo - 
sive Substances Act , 1908 or the Inflammable Substances Act, 1952 , he shall, notwithstand 
ing anything contained in any of the aforesaid Acts or the rules made thereunder , be punish 
able with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than five years but which may 
extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine. 

( 2 ) For the purposes of this section , any person who attempts to contravenc or abets , 
or does any act preparatory to the contravention of any provision of any law , rule or order, 
shall be deemed to have contravened that provision , and the provisions of sub - section ( 1) 
shall, in relation to such person, have effect subject to the modification that the reference to 
imprisonment for life " shall be construed as a reference to " imprisonment for ten years" . 

6 . If an officer investigating an offence committed under this Act has reason to believe 
that any property in relation to which an investigation is being conducted is a property 
derived or obtained from the commission of any terrorist act and includes proceeds of ter 
rorism , he shal), with the approval of the Superintendent of Police , make an order seizing 
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such property and where it is not practicable to seize such property, he may make an order 
of attachment directing that such property shall not be transferred or otherwise dealt with 
except with the prior permission of the officer making such order, or of the Special Court 
and a copy of such order shall be served on the persons concerned : 

Provided that the investigating officer shall duly inform the Special Court within forty 
cight hours of the attachment of such property and the said Court shall either confirm or 
revoke the order of attachment so issued . 

7 . ( 1 ) Where a person has been convicted of any offencc punishable under this Act, the 
Special Court may, in addition to awarding any punishment, by order in writing , declare that 
any property , movable or immovable or both , belonging to the accused and specified in the 
order, shall stand forfcited to the Government free from all encumbrances , 

( 2 ) Where any person is accused of any offence under this Act, it shall be open to the 
Special Court trying him to pass an order that all or any properties , movable or immovable 
or both belonging to him , shall , during the period of such trial, be attached , and where such 
trial ends in conviction , the properties so attached shall stand forfeited to the Government 
free from all encumbrances. 

(3 ) Where any shares in a company stand forfeited to the Government under this 
section , then , the company shall notwithstanding anything contained in the Companies Act, 
1956 , or the articles of association of the company, forthwith register the Government as the 
transferee of such shares .

SPECIAL COURTS 
8. (1 ) The Central Government or a State Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, constitute one or more Special Courts for such area or areas, or for 
such case or class or group of cases, as may be specified in the notification . 

(2 ) Where a notification constituting a Special Court for any arca or areas or for any 
case or class or group of cases is issued by the Central Government under sub -section ( 1), 
and a notification constituting a Special Court for the same area or areas or for the same case 
or class or group of cases has also been issued by a State Government under that sub 
section , the Special Court constituted by the Central Government, whether the notification 
constituting such Court is issued before or after the issuc of the notification constituting the 
Special Court by the State Government, shall have , and the Special Court constituted by 
the State Government shall not have , jurisdiction to try any offence committed in that area 
or areas or , as the case may be , the case or class or group of cases , and all cases pending 
before any Special Court constituted by the State Government shall stand transferred to the 
Special Court constituted by the Central Government. 

(3 ) Where any question arises as to the jurisdiction of any Special Couri, it shall be 
referred to the Central Government whose decision thereon shall be final. 

(4 ) A Special Court shall be presided over by a Judge to be appointed by the 
Central Government or, as the case may be, the State Government, with the 
concurrence of the Chief Justice of the High Court. 

( 5) The Central Government or, as the case may be , the State Government may 
also appoint, with the concurrence of the Chief Justice of the High Court, additional 
judges to exercise jurisdiction in a Special Court. 

(6 ) A person shall not be qualified for appointment as a judge or an additional judge of 
a Special Court unless he is , immediately before such appointment, a sessions judge or an 
additional sessions judge in any State . 

( 7) For the removal of doubts , it is hereby provided that the attainment by a person 
appointed as a judge or an additional judge of a Special Court of the age of superannuation 
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under the rules applicable to him in the service to which he belongs, shall not affect his 
continuance as such judge or additional judge . 

(8 ) Where any additional judge or additional judges is or are appointed in a Special 
Court, the Judge of the Special Court may , from time to time, by general or special order , in 
writing, provide for the distribution of business of the Special Court among himself and the 
additional judge or additional judges and also for the disposal of urgent business in the event 
of his absence or the absence of any additional judge . 

(9 ) A Designated Court constituted under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 9 of the Terrorist 
and Disruptive Activities (Prevention ) Act , 1987 for any area or areas or any casc or class or 
group of cases shall be deemed to be a Special Court for the purposes of this Act. 

9 . A Special Court may, on its own motion or on an application made by the Public 
Prosecutor, and if it considers it expedient or desirable so to do , sit for any of its proceedings 
at any place , other then its ordinary place of sitting : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be construed to change the place of sitting 
of a Special Court constituted by a State Government to any place outside that State . 

10 . ( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code, every offence punishable under 
any provision of this Act shall be triablc only by the Special Court within whose local 
jurisdiction it was committed or, as the case may be , by the Special Court constituted for 
trying such offence under section 8 . 

( 2 ) If, having regard to the exigencies of the situation prevailing in a State , the Central 
Government is of the opinion that 

(a ) the situation prevailing in such State is not conducive to fair, impartial or 
speedy trial; or 

(b ) it is not likely to be feasible without occasioning the breach of peace or 
grave risk to the safety of the accused , the witnesses, the Public Prosecutor and the 
judge of the Special Court or any of them ; or 

(c) it is not otherwise in the interests of justice , 
it may, with the concurrence of the Chief Justice of India ( such concurrence to be obtained 
on a motion moved in that behalf by the Attorney -General), transfer any case pending before 
a Special Court in that State to any other Special Court within that State or in any other State . 

(3 ) Where the whole or any part of the area within the local limits of the jurisdiction of 
a Special Court has been declarcd to bc , or forms part of, any area which has been declared 
to be a disturbed area under any enactment for the time being in force making provision for 
the suppression of disorder and restoration and maintenance of public order, and the Central 
Government is of opinion that the situation prevailing in the State is not conducive to fair , 
impartial or speedy trial within the State , of offences under this Act which such Speical 
Court is competent to try, the Central Government may , with the concurrence of the Chief 
Justice of India , by notification in the OfficialGazetto , in relation to such court (hereinafter 
in this sub - section referred to as the local court ) a Special Court outside the State (hereafter 
in this section referred to as the specified court ) , and thereupon 

(a ) it shall not be competent, at any time during the period of operation of 
such notification , for such local court to exercise any jurisdiction in respect of, or try , 
any offence under this Act ; 

(b ) the jurisdiction which would have been , but for the issue of such notifica 
tion , exercisable by such local court in respect of such offences committed during the 
period of operation of such notification shall be exercisable by the specified court; 

( c) all cases relating to such offences pending immediately before the date of 
issue of such notification beforc such local court shall stand transferred on that date to 
the specified court ; 
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( d ) all cases taken cognizance of by, or transferred to , the specified court 
under clausc ( b ) or clause (c ) shall be dealt with and tried in accordance with this 
Act (whether during the period of operation of such notification or thereafter ) as if 
such offences had been committed within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
specified court or, as the case may be, transferred for trial to it under sub - section ( 2). 

Explanation I. - A notification issued under this sub - section in relation to any local 
court shall cease to operate on the date on which the whole or, as the case may be , the 
aforementioned part of the area within the local limits of its jurisdiction , ceases to be a 
disturbed arca. 

Explanation 2 . -- For the purposes of this section , “ Attorney -General " means the At 
torncy -General of India or, in his absence , the Solicitor -General of India or, in the absence 
of both , one of the Additional Solictors-General of India . 

11. (1 ) When trying any offence , a Speial Court may also try any other offence with 
which the accused may, under the Code, be charged at the same trial if the offence is con 
nected with such other offence . 

( 2 ) If , in the course of any trial under this Act of any offence , it is found that the 
accused person has committed any other offence under this Act or under any other law , the 
Special Court may convict such person of such other offence and pass any sentence author 
ised by this Act or such rule or, as the case may be , such other law , for the punishment 
thereof. 

12. (1 ) For every Speical Court, the Central Government or, as the case may be , the 
State Government, shall appoint a person to be the Public Prosecutor and may ap 
point one or more persons to be the Additional Public Prosecutor or Additional Public 
Prosecutors : 

Provided that the Central Government or, as the case may be , the State Govern 
ment,may also appoint for any case or class or group of cases a Special Public Pros 
ecutor. 

( 2 ) A person shall not be qualified to be appointed as a Public Prosecutor or an 
Additional Public Prosecutor or a Special Public Proceutor under this section unless 
he has been in practice as an Advocate for not less than seven years or has held any 
post, for a period of not less than seven years , under the Union or a State , requiring 
special knowledge of law . 

( 3 ) Every person appointed as a Public Prosecutor or an Additional Public Pros 
ecutor or a Special Public Prosecutor under this section shall be deemed to be a Public 
Prosecutor within the meaning of clause ( u ) of section 2 of the Code, and the provi 
sions of the Code shall have effect accordingly , 

13. ( 1 ) A Special Court may take cognizance of any offence , without the accused 
being committed to it for trial, upon receiving a complaint of facts which constitute such 
offence or upon a police report of such facts. 

( 2 ) Where an offence triable by a Special Court is punishable with imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding three years or with fine or with both , the Special Court may, notwith 
standing anything contained in sub -section (1 ) of section 260 or section 262 of the Code , 
try the offence in a summary way in accordance with the procedure prescribed in the Code 
and the provisions of sections 263 to 265 of the Code, shall , so far as may be , apply to such 
trial : 

Provided that when , in the course of a summary trial under this sub -section , it ap 
pears to the Special Court that the nature of the case is such that it is undesirable to try it 
in a summary way, the Special court shall recall any witnesses who may have been exam 
ined and proceed to re-hcar the case in the manner provided by the provisions of the Code 
for the trial of such offence and the said provisions shall apply to and in relation to a 
Special Court as they apply to and in relation to a Magistrate :

Provided further that in the case of any conviction in a summary trial under this 
section , it shall be lawful for a Special Court to pass a sentence of imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding two years.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In the background of escalating terrorist and disruptive activities in several parts of 
the country, thc Terrorist and Disruptive Activities (Prevention ) Act, 1985 was first enacted 
on 23rd May , 1985 . It was to remain in force for a period of two years . However, in the 
context of the continued terrorist violence in the country, the Terrorist and Disruptive 
Activities (Prevention ) Act, 1987 was enacted . It was to remain in force for a period of two 
years , but was extended from time to time and is currently due to expire on 23rd May , 
1995 . 


2 . The constitutional validity of the said Act was upheld by the Supreme Court in 
Kartar Singh vs . State of Punjab . However, there has been criticism of ceriain provisions of 
the Act. The Government has consulted the Chief Ministers /Governors of States/Union ler 
ritories and leaders of various political parties in this regard . 

3 . The question of extension or repeal of the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities 
(Prevention ) Act, 1987 will have to be vicwed in the light of the overall security environment 
of the country. The aid and assistance from across the border received hy various terrorist 
groups in India has to be taken note oſ. Terrorism , which was initially confined to the 
States of Punjab , Jammu and Kashmir and North - East , has spread to several other parts of 
the country . The acquisition by terrorist groups of highly sophisticated weaponry , remote 
control devices, rocket launchers and professional training have added a new dimension 10 
the problem . 

4 . In the light of the views expressed by the Chief Ministers and Governors as also the 
Icaders of various political parties, the Government has decided not to extend the life of ihe 
Terrorist and Disruptive Activities ( Prcvcntion ) Act, but to bring forward a new legislation 
for the prevention of and for coping with terrorist and disruptive activities. 

5 . Parliament is competent to enact thc proposed legislation in view of arlicle 248 
read with entry 97 of List I of the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution . The proposed 
legislation also falls within the ambit of entry 1 of List I of the Seventh Schedule to the 
Constitution , namely , " Defence of India " . 
6 . It is proposed , among other things , to provide 

(a ) for punishment in respect of terroristacts and disruptive activities ; 
(b) for forfeiture of property of persons convicted under the Aci; 
(c ) for the constitution of Special Courts to try offences under the Acti 

( d ) for appeals from the orders of a Special Court to the High Court 10 he heard 
by a bench of Iwo Judges; 

(e) for the application of the Code of Criminal Procedure , subject to certain 
modifications ; 

that no information about the commission of an offence under the Act shall 
be recorded by the police without the prior approval of the Deputy Superintendent of 
Police and that no Court shall take cognizance of an offence without the previous 
sanction of the Inspector General or Commissioner of Police ; 

(s ) that no police officer below the rank of Deputy Superintendent of Police or 
an Assistant Commissioner of Police or a police officer of equivalent rank shall inves 
tigate offences punishable under the Act . 

(h ) for certain presumptions as lo offences under clause 3 of the Bill ;

(i) for punishment to any police officer , corruptly ormaliciously proceeding or 
thrcatening to proceed against any person for an offence under this Act without 
reasonable grounds under the Act.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 8 of the Criminal Law Amendment Bill, 1995 provides for the constitution of 
Special Courts by the Central Government or the State Government and also for appoint 
montof judges and additional judges of those Courts . Clause 12 of the said Bill provides for 
appointment of Public Prosecutor , Additional Public Prosecutor by the Central Gover 
ment or the State Government, as the case may be . 

2 . The expenditure towards the setting up of Special Courts by the State Govern 
ments and towards salary and allowances of the judges, Public Prosecutors and the staff of 
such Courts will be defrayed out of the Consolidated Fund of the States concerned . The 
cxpenditurc towards setting up of Special Courts by the CentralGovernment in any State 
or Union Territory will be met out of the Consolidated Fund of India . The likely expenditure 
on each Special Court and on the salary and allowances of the Judges, Public Prosecutors , 
Additional Public Prosecutors , staff , etc ., over a period of six months is expected to be about 
Rs . 12 lakhs out of which Rs. 6 lakhswould be of a recurring nature and Rs. 6 lakhs of a non 
recurring nature . As it is not possible at this stage to visualise the number of such Courts that 
may have to be established , it is , therefore , not possible to give an estimate of actual ex 
penditure that may have to be incurred on this behalf . 

3 . No other recurring or non - recurring expenditure is involved .
